Administration for McCarthyism, 
White House Reporters Believe 


Angry Eisenhower Leaves Correspondent’s 
Question Up to Press — Poll Gets 
Affirmative Answers.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18— 
President Eisenhower today was 
confronted with an embarrassing 
reaction to his confident offer to 
take the verdict of White House 
reporters as to whether the Ad- 
ministration has embraced Mc- 
Carthyism, as charged by former 
President Truman. 

In a word, the answer was yes. 

At least, that was the reply of 
a majority of 80 reporters polled 
yesterday by the Washington bu- 
reau of the New York Times, 
out of the 173 men and women 
who attended the President's 
press conference yesterday. 

Most of those polled, the 
newspaper reported, agreed that 
Truman’s charge could be ap- 
plied to the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration or to Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell Jr., but not to 
Eisenhower personally. 

A special story on the results 
appeared in the New York Times 
today under the byline of An- 
thony Leviero, one of those who 
helped conduct the poll. He said 
the comments of correspondents 
who were polled went beyond 
the White case in explaining why 
they believed the Administration 
has embraced McCarthyism. He 
summarized their “evidence” as 
follows: 


1. The State Department’s 
giving of personnel and se- 
curity control to Scott Mce- 
Leod, who has exercised his 
control in a manner that has 
pleased Senator McCarthy. 

2. The President's failure 
to support Harold E. Stassen, 
then director of the Mutual 
Security Agency and now head 
of the Foreign Operations Ad- 
ministration, when Stassen 
protested against the actions 
of McCarthy in his inquiry 
into Greek shipping opera- 
tions to Red China. 

3. Distribution by the Re- 
publican National Committee 
of a report by the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee, 
entitled “interlocking subver- 
sion in Government depart- 
ments,” with some 50,000 
copies going to ‘Republican 
party workers, and 100,000 
other copies to other — indi- 
viduals and groups. The Times

State Gas 


Heady to Be First Woman Executed in 


Chamber. 


| By a Staff Correspondent of the 


Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov, 19— 
Carl Austin Hall and Mrs. Bor- 
nie Brown Heady will die in 
Missouri's gas chamber at 12:01 
a.m. on Dec. 18, Col. Thomas E. 
Whitecotton, state director of 
corrections, announced today. 

The kidnap-killers of young 
Bobby Greenlease probably will 
go to their deaths together, 
Whitecotton said. The chamber 
has two steel chairs. If the ex- 
ecutions were held separately, a 
long interval between them 
would be necessary in order to 
clear the chamber of the deadly 
gas. 

Whitecotton’s announcement 
of the hour for the execution 
was made shortly after United 
States District Judge Albert L, 
Reeves in Kansas City fixed Dec. 
18 as the day for the kidnapers 
to die. 

Mrs. Heady will be the first 
woman to go to the gas cham- 
ber in Missouri. Prepagations 
for her execution pose a prob- 
lem for Whitecotton, who has 
written to officials in California 
for advice. That state also uses 
gas to carry out death sentences. 

“We need to get information 
on details, such as wearing ap- 
parel and whether it wguld be 
advisable to shorten Mrs. Heady’s 
hair so that gas won't collect,’ he 
said. 

The 30 men who have died 
in the metal and glass enclosure 
since it was first used in 1938 
have worn only black shorts, 
socks and a black blindfold. 

Already Warden Ralph Edi- 
son of the state prison has a list 
of persons who want to watch 


the kidnapers die, but accom- 
modations are limited to 50 per- 
sons. Under law, certain of- 
ficials, physicians, formal wit- 
nesses and reporters are as- 
signed to observe the grim pro- 
ceedings. 

The state will follow its reg- 
ular procedure in the execution 
of Hall and Mrs. Heady, except 
that list of witnesses will be 
regulated by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Available records indicate the 
last woman to be executed in 
Missouri was Matty Andrews, 
who was hanged in 1834 at Lex- 
ington for killing her year-old 
child. ; 

The gas chamber, housed in a 
limestone-faced building located 
deep inside state prison walls, 
has two entrances, Spectators 
file through one.

when a defense witness told of 
Hall's unhappiness after his 
father’s death, Mrs. Heady 
started to weep. But she con- 
trolled herself when she noticed 
that she was being watched. 

Mrs, Heady and her former 
husband were normal, happy 
people who had friends and took 
part in social activities, her aunt 
told the jury. In reply to a ques- 
tion, she said: “Yes, she was 
kind to children. She was 7 
kind, lovable woman.” 

Mrs. Garnett Travis of Kan- 
sas City, a widow, who knew 
Hall when he was a boy in 
Pleasanton because he played 
with her son, testified that John 
Austin Hall, Carl's father, was 
“awfully stern but he wanted to 
do the right thing and he ad- 
mired his son.” 


However, she said, she never 
noticed any display of affection 
between father and son. The 
elder Hall, now dead, was a 
well-to-do lawyer. 


Mrs. Hall, the mother. 
seemed afraid that all the 
younger generation were not 
very good and it was hard to 
get them to do anything,” Mrs. 
Travis continued. “Yes, I think 
she loved him like any mother 
loves a child,” Mrs. Travis said 
in answer to a question. 

The Hall family was “so well 
off that the boy didn’t have to 
work,” Mrs. Travis explained. 
In answer to questions about his 
schooling, she said: “Mrs. Hall 
didn’t want him to stay in 
Pleasanton to go to school be- 
cause she didn’t think the chil- 
dren there, were a very good in- 
fluence.” 

He was sent to military school 
and later, briefly, to college.

MOSCOW, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
Rarely in recent months have 


the Soviet =ress and radio de- 
nounced anything so sharply as 
what they call the “lying, slan- 
derous bogey” of the Soviet 
atomic-hydrogen bomb threat to 
the West. 

Having broadcast that it has 
hydrogen as well as atom bombs, 


Moscow is now seeking to as- 
sure the world it has no inten- 
tion of using them, but that it 
has worked and will continue to 
work for the prohibition of all 
such weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. 

Persons who suggest other- 
wise are denounced as liars, 
“slanderers and political trick- 
sters. 

This appears to be a most 
sensitive point, a menace to the 
Soviet Union’s claim to the role 
of “head of the world peace 
camp.” 

There is a concerted campaign 
against what is called “the myth 
of a Soviet threat.” This is 
carried on especially in Mos- 
cow’s foreign broadcasts and its 
foreign language publications, 
notably English. 

It has become especially ap- 
parent after the widespread dis- 
cussion in the United States 
about the need for constructing 
a vast defense network against 
bomb attacks. 


Soviet publications say this 
is “scare talk designed espe- 
cially to frighten West Europe.” 
The English-language News 


says: 

“Now that the Soviet Union 
4s in possesion of the hydrogen 
weapon, too, some people in the 
west, especially across. the 
Atlantic, are trying to whip up 
a feeling of alarm over a ficti- 
tious Soviet ‘threat.’ The facts, 
however, show that there are 
absolutely no grounds for such 
alarm and that the news that 
America no longer has a mon- 
opoly has been received by the 
Majority of the people every- 
where with a sigh of relief. The 
general opinion is that it will 
now become easier to secure 
international agreement on pro- 
hibition of atomic and hydrogen 
Weapons. ..

It may seem remarkable that 
such diverse individuals as Sir 
Alfred Savage, Governor of 
Guiana; Dr. Alan J. . Knight, 
Anglican Archbishop of — the 
West Indies; Police Superintend- 
ent David Rose; John Harper- 
Nelson, intelligence officer with 
the Argyll and Sutherland High- 
landers; a great many George- 
town newspaper editors and re- 
porters, and even some of the 
sugar estate managers, all see 
the problem of Communism in 
Guiana as fundamentally a re- 
ligious problem. It is less re- 
markable here than in the United 
States or Britain, of course, be- 
cause the average Guianese 
Negro is.a product of a mission 
school and thinks habitually in 
religious terms. 


Red Substitute for Christianity. 

The Communists point to the 
miserable slums of Georgetown 
and to the near-slavery of the 
sugar estates, and they pro- 
mounce the Christian ideal of 
the brotherhood of man a cheat 
and a fraud. In its place they 
offer the. neat, ordered pattern 
of Communism—the dictator- 
ship of the letariat;: the 
downtrodden shall tread the 
faces of the exploiters for a 
change. 


To the average Guianese this 


is a most appealing suggestion. 
Gov. Savage pry 

that.the Guianese dmg be dis- 
abused of this notion by mere 
words. The Guiana plan; there- 
fore, is setting out to demon- 
strate by deeds that the ideals 
of the Western, free democratic 
world have real and concrete 
meaning for the people of Brit- 
ish Guiana. 


As previously pointed out, this 
means a rule of law, adminis- 
tered with even-handed fairness, 
even during the present emer- 
gency. 

It also ans.a drastic re- 
ordering of the economic life 
of Guiana, to give the average 
Guianese a fairer share of the 
world’s wealth than he has been 
getting. It means giving him a 
more active voice in his own 
political destiny as well. 


The Governor believes that a 
vigorous “demonstration must be 
made to the Guianese people 
within the next 18 months. By 
the end of this period he believes 
constitutional, democratic gov- 
ernment nust be restored here 
and a new election held. 

Uses Power Sparingly. 

The great powers which the 
Gevernor now holds make sense 
to him only if they are exercised 
as sparingly as possible — and 
relinquished as quickly as public 
safety permits. 

The economic evils which form 
the seedbed of Communism here 
in Guiana were not part of Gov. 
Savage's doing. He came to his 
post here only last April, as the 
new, democratic constitution of 
Guiana came into effect. The 
Governor is an economic and 
political liberal—in American 
terms, probably closer to the 
thinking of the late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt than any other figure 
{jn recent history. Of course, 
the sugar interests openly refer 
to him as a “Socialist,” and try 
to discredit him, as do the Com- 
munists in their way. 

It is impossible to doubt the 
Governor’s sincerity in wishing 
to return British Guiana to self- 
government as rapidly as pos- 
sible; nor, after a complete 
reading of the debates in the 
London Parliament on the cur- 
rent crisis in Guiana, is it pos- 

le to doubt that such also 

official British policy. 
Whether public safety permits 
return to self-government in 
8 months will be a measure of 
the success of the Guiana plan 
to stop Communism.

WASHINGTON.

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Suggestions to People Who Want 
to Reduce Their Income Taxes 


bbe are a rlumber of legitimate ways to reduce 
income taxes—ways that conform to the most ex- 
acting ethical standards. Here are two illustrations: 


Mr. A has four minor grandchildren. He recently 
made an irrevocable trust for each grandchild and 
put in each trust securities paying an annual income 
of $1000. The first $599 of income from each trust 
is to be paid to the child for whom it was established 
and the balance of the income is to be accumulated ’ 
and added to principab until the child reaches a 
certain specified age. His four minor grandchildren 
will be paid $599 each, or a total of $2396 per year, 
which will be entirely tax free. The balance of the 
income added to the principal of each trust will be 
taxable. Each trust, however, has an individual 
exemption of $100, so that, out of the $4000 annual 
income the four trusts produce, only $1204 will be 
subject to tax. This $1204 will be taxed at the lowest 
rate, 22.2 per cent, and the total income tax on the 
four trusts combined will be only $267.29. Since 
the top $2000 of Mr. A’s income is in a 56 per cent 
bracket and the next $2000 in a 53 per cent tax 
bracket, Mr. A reduced his income taxes, as a result 
of creating these trusts, by $2180. 


Mr. B is a widower with one child, a 25-year-old 
unmarried daughter, to whom he gives an allow- 
per year. After conferring with his 
lawyer and otr officers, B decided to create for his 
daughter an irrevocable trust which would pay her 
an income in lieu of the allowance she now receives. 


He has put in this trust securities that yield an in- 
come of $4000 per year and directed that the trustee 
pay this income to his daughter. Her income tax 
on this income will amount to $696 per year, so that 
after taxes she will receive $3304 per year or 10 per 
cent more than her present allowance. Setting up 
this trust will reduce B’s taxable income by $4000 
per year, and since he is in the top bracket of 67 per 
cent will reduce his income taxes by $2680 per year. 
B’s income, after taxes, will be $1680 per year 
higher under the trust plan than it would be after 
taxes and his daughter's $3000 allowance under his 
old plan. And his daughter will receive $304 more 
after taxes than her former allowance, making a net 
increase in their combined incomes of $1984.

Not So Rosy Budget 


Late in August the Eisenhower Administra. 
tion compiled new budget estimates for the 
current year. They showed a smaller deficit. in 
prospect than had earlier been anticipated — 
somewhat less than four billion dollars, which 
meant that on a strictly cash basis the Gov- 
ernment’s intake would very nearly balance its 
outgo. : 

Speaker of the House Martin of Massachusetts 
burst into a cheer. Said he: 

“The determined effort to reduce expenses 
and bring the budget into balance is. bearing 
fruit. A balanced budget means we can begin to 
look forward to a decrease in taxes.” 

Now, however, President Eisenhower has given 
his party’s congressional leaders the bad news 
that he does not believe the budget can be bal- 
anced in the 1955 fiscal year which begins next 
July 1. 

What this means is that no balanced budget 
is in sight before the year which ends July 1, 
1956. That would be some three and a half years 
after the Eisenhower Administration's advent on 
a budget-balancing platform. 

Secretary Humphrey had previously stated 
that if Government expenditures continue in 
1954-55 at the current rate, a deficit of eight to 
nine billion dollars can be expected in that year. 
This would be the largest deficit since the war- 
liquidation year of 1946. 

Mr. Humphrey suggested four possible courses 
for the next session of Congress which will have 
to make the final budget decisions for 1954-55: 
accept the large deficit which he now fore- 
sees, cut expenses, increase taxes—or compro- 
mise on some eombination of the three. 

It will not be lost on Speaker Martin that Mr. 
Humphrey altogether ignored a fifth possible 
course—the tax reduction which the Speaker 
“began to look forward to” in August, 

The President’s statement makes tax reduc- 
tion an even more remote possibility unless Con- 
gress is willing to throw the budget even farther 
out of balance. 
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A Good Appointment 

Mayor Tucker’s appointment of Clem F. 
Storckman to the St. Louis School Board is a 
good one. Mr. Storckman is a man of intellect, 
judgment and integrity, and he should prove 
to be a valuable addition to the board. 

The new member, an attorney, served with 
distinction as a delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention of 1943-44 and as a member of the 
Board of Freeholders that drafted the proposed 
new city charter in 1949-50. Mr. Tucker was 
chairman of the Freeholders, a post in which 
he saw first hand the qualities that should en- 
able Mr. Storckman to, serve the school system 
successfully. 

The Mayor deserves a word of gratitude for 
ignoring the political wire-pullers. Had he 
dipped into the grab-bag of ward politicians who 
would have been only too happy to take the 
school post, the results could have been ex- 
tremely serious. In choosing a man of Mr. 
Storckman’s caliber Mr. Tucker fulfilled the 
best expectations. 

The community will count on the new mem- 
ber to strengthen the School Board appreciably.

Calling All Irishmen 

It may not be the most important fact in 
the world just now, but surely one of the most 
regrettable as well as most puzzling is the 
amazing decline in the population of the Irish. 
This holds not only on the Ould Sod itself, but 
generally wherever the Irish live on the face 
of the earth. The dark prospect is that the sons 
and daughters of Ireland will disappear alto- 
gether in time. 

Take Ireland itself. Back in 1841 the Emerald 
Isle had a population of 6,529,000, In large part, 
as a consequence of the potato famine of 1846- 
51, the population had dropped by 1881 to 
3,870,000. Now it is down to 2,955,000. But, some- 
one says, that is the fate of small countries in 
Europe. And the answer is that it is not the 
fate of all small countries. In the same cen- 
turyspan, the population of Denmark zoomed 
from 1,289,000 to 4,045,000. In short, while 
the Irish population dwindled to less than half, 
that of the Danes more than tripled. 

The whys and wherefores of this serious 
trouble of the Irish are the subject of a frank 
and earnest book, “The Vanishing Irish,” ed- 
ited by Dr. John A. O’Brien and published 


by the McGraw-Hill Co. One cause is emigra- . 


tion, but that does not begin to account for ‘the 
plight of Ireland today. Equally important is 


the fact that there are relatively few marriages’ 


and that these marriages come late in life. By 
careful calculation 64 per cent of the Irish popu- 
lation is single; there is no other country in the 
civilized werld in such a social condition. 
Behind these baffling statistics are such 
causes as lack of interest of Irishmen in Irish 
women; long engagements which often run to 
15 years; the belief of Irish mothers that sons 


should stay at home until they are 40; the de- - 


votion of the Irishman to his cronies at the 
village pub; the puritanic attitude which the 
church instills. 

Since Ireland is a Roman Catholic country, 
perhaps all this is anti-Catholic propaganda? 
Far from it. The editor of this book is profes- 
sor of the philosophy of religion at Notre Dame. 
He has the help of priests, of prelates, and 
Catholic scholars in both Ireland and the United 
States. Contributors include Patrick Noonan, 
Maura LaVerty, Shane Leslie, Vincent Car- 
roll, Miriam Rooney, Sean O’ Faolain and others 
with names equally Irish. ‘ 

We can be sure that these lovers of Irish lit- 


erature and tradition are not out to discredit - 


the people of whom they are so proud. They 
are trying to save Ireland while saving is still 
possible. Our guess is that this green-jacketed 
book which Dr. O’Brien has put together will 
be one of the biggest Irish sensations since St. 
Patrick routed the snakes. 
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Retreat on Kings River 

The Interior Department’s repudiation of its 
dam project on the Kings river in California is 
at least consistent. It is of a piece with its 
withdrawal from the Hell’s Canyon project on 
the Snake river in Idaho and Oregon, 

Former Secretary Chapman was absolutely 
right in contending that the dam should be 
part of the unified Central Valley Project. Like 
the Hell's Canyon project, it would generate 
electric power and produce revenues which 
would make feasible irrigation projects else- 
where. In the case of the Kings river dam, an 
area as large as the state of Rhode Island was 
to be reclaimed from the desert. : 

Projects like Kings river—and Hell’s Canyon 
-— lie at the heart of the unified, TVA-like 
method of regional development. By more than 
paying their own way, they make it. possible 
to build other parts of the system which, though 
socially desirable, could not pay all or perhaps 


oe 
any of their way, and which would therefore 
otherwise go unbuilt. 

The Pacific Gas & Electric Co., to which the 
Interior Department defers on the Kings river 
project, has consistently used the device of 
pulling out the key project in its running fight 
oh the Central Valley development. Former Sec- 
retary Chapman was determined to keep P.G. & 
E. from pulling successfully. Present Secretary 
McKay seems just as determined to get in 
there and help it pull. j

Still a ‘Living Lie’ to Jenner 
There was one passage in the Jenner sub- 
committee hearing that would havé made Presi- 
dent Eisenhower wince if he had heard it.

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Boodle Bides No Party Line 

A federal grand jury in Washington has voted 
three perjury indictments against Warren L. 
Stephenson, executive secretary of the District 
of Columbia committee which arranged Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s inauguration. They are the 
result of charges, aired before the House Armed 
Services Committee last June, that Stephenson 
had sought a 4 per cent commission or a $2000- 
a-month salary from a California firm for help 
in getting Navy business. 

The indictments, of course, do not prove guilt. 
Even though Democratic Representative Porter 
Hardy of Virginia called Stephenson “one of the 
biggest liars I ever listened to,” the man is en- 
titled to his day in court. We do not remotely 
accept Senator McCarthy’s doctrine that it is 
possible to establish guilt on evidence which 
would not bring a conviction. 

But whatever the eventual verdict in the 
Stephenson case may be, it is a reminder that

come taxes from 1946 to 1050. ~ 
For the king of the lobbyists, this must have 
been chicken feed. The Philbrick report of 1938, 
following an investigation of legislative corrup- 
tion in amento, said this: “The principal of- 
fender among lobbyists has been Arthur H. Sam- 
ish, through whose accounts has been traced a 
total of $496,138.62 during the years 1935-38.” 
Samish spent this money, of course, for spe- 
cial interests.. And the report added: “As long 
as lobbying of the type and on the scale prac- 
ticed by Samish is countenanced, there will be 
corruption in the Legislature. For he seeks to 
establish ... a Secretive ‘fourth branch’ of the 
government—in effect a super-government.” 
As governor of the super-government of Cali- 
fornia, Samish could refer to the Legislature as 
“my baby,” and only Uncle Sam proved bigger. 
Yet Samish’s record is only a king-sized example 
of the power of lobbyists in mary of the 48 
states. “Arthur Samishes exist nearly every- 
where, if not usually on such high thrones. 
One reason for the power of these string-pull- 
ers is discussed tn today’s Mirror of Public Opin- 
ion, State Senator Richard L. Neuberger of Ore- 
gon pleads with citizens to show more interest 
in their state capitols. For state governments are 
powerful governments, with great power for good 
or evil. And if the public does not pay much at- 
tention to them, the lobbyists most certainly will.

Voters Create a Vacuum 


Your legislature will determine 
whether your state has a tax system 
based on ability to pay or a tax system 
which levies most heavily on poor fami- 
lies, « 

But all too seldom does the typical 
voter pay close attention to who repre- 
sents him in the state legislature. 

In this vacuum, strange things have 
transpired. . 

Rhode Island legislators staffed pari- 
mutuel windows at a race track while 
the assembly was in session. 


Railway Progress magazine contended 


there was “unmistakable evidence in 
New Jersey that railroad passes were 
being handed out by legislators to pay 
political debts.” 

And the St. Louis Post-Dispatch has 
described the legislature of Missouri 
as “virtually politically characterless 
throughout its whole history.” 


In Missouri a prominent legislator 
was found to be on the payroll of a 
trucking company during a bitter bat- 
tle over bus and truck taxes. 

In Oregon a creamery attorney in 
the Senate led opposition to a bill 
authorizing cheaper milk prices for 
housewives willing to carry home their 
own grocery orders. 


Legislator’s Miserly Pay 


A laborer is worthy of his hire but 
in Tennessee, a great state of 3,300,000 
people, legislative pay is $4 a day. 
Would a golf caddy or self-respecting 
baby-sitter work for that? 

New Hampshire pays $100 a year, 
Utah $500 a year, Oregon $600 a year. 

In Oregon more than half the legisla- 
tors must put their wives on the state 
payroll as secretaries or committee 
clerks, just to get by financially. 

Most of these employes, including 
stenographers and janitors and research- 
ers, are paid better than the Senators 
and Representatives who must deécide 
matters of grave public policy. 

Can a working man quit his job in 
store or factory or packing plant and 
spend four months at the legislature, 
when the salary from the state is far 


from sufficient to pay for his hotel 
room and three square meals a day? 
Not enough typical citizens run for 
legislative seats. They leave it up to 
professional politicians, In some in- 
stances, average people are discouraged 
by miserly pay. But they also are held 
back by their own timidity, by a feel- 
ing of inferiority—that so lofty a task 
as government is not for such as they. 


In the Oregon State Senate I have 
served with an AFL truck driver, a 
CIO woodworker and several dirt farm- 
ers. These men were as conscientious, 
as hard-working and as thoroughly in- 
formed as any of our colleagues who 
came from corporation law offices or 
bankers’ counting houses. I only wish 
that our Senate had included more of 
= laboring men among its member- 
ship! 


Inexperienced Clerical Help 


I can see no reason why a bomber 
pilot or machine-gunner, fresh from 
the battlefields of Korea, should not 
tell his fellow citizens that he was 
ready to serve them on a different kind 
of fighting front, viz., a state legislature. 


Today, legislatures in 38 states meet 
only every~two years. They must pre- 
pare budgets and programs for 24 
months ahead. 


What business, labor union or house- 
hold could plan all its activities and ex- 
penditures for the next two years with 
any degree of efficiency? 


I have seen our members voting on 
a 70-page bill—the length of a detective 
novel!—which only two out of 30 Sen- 
ators had read. 


The work of the session bogs down 
hopelessly when it must rely on in- 
experienced clerical help. Most state 
legislatures are characterized by em- 
ployes without previous experience. 

e bulk of state legislatures have 
failed to create new to keep 
pace with changing populations. This 
process is known ag reapportionment. , 


Rural Areas Over-Represented 


Many state constitutions require leg- 
islatures to reapportion every 10 years, 
when the Federal Government takes a 
census. The requirement has been 
blithely disregarded. 

Alabama’s legislature has not reap- 
portioned since 1901, that of Mississippi 
has stayed the same since 1890. 

Because the population trend has 
been toward the cities, the net result 


- has been for rural areas to be over- 


re nted while the residents of 
urban communities and towns have 
been the victims of under-representa- 
tion. 

This has led to legislative neglect of 
problems confined mainly to metro- 
politan areas—problems such as traf- 
fic congestion, race relations, slums, 
housing, retarded children, sanitary 
standards and public health. The Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer has blamed “the corn- 
stalk legislative brigade” for a distribu- 
tion of state revenues which discrimi-

NEW YORK, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
The United States Golf Associa- 
tion today called upon its mem- 
ber clubs to help eliminate the 
distribution of the smaller-sized 
British golf ball in the United 
States and characterized the use 
of the small ball as “contrary to 
the rules and a disservice to the 
game.” | 


In a strongly worded letter 
sent out to the clubs, U.S.G.A. 
President Totton P. Heffelfinger 
and Charles B. Grace, chairmen 


of the implements and ball com- 
mittee, asked each chib to in- 
form its members of {he essen- 
tial. facts—including the fact 
that the rules permf the use 
of the British ball only in 
international matches, under 
penalty of disqualification—and 
to see that their professionals 
sell only merchandise which con- 
forms with U.S.G.A. rules. 


An appended press release 
said that the British ball is not 
being distributed here by mem- 
ber firms of the Golf Ball Manu- 
facturers Association, but can 
be imported. 


The U.S.G.A. specifications 
cal] for a ball weighing not more 
than 1.620 ounces, with a diame- 
ter of not less than 1.680 inches 
and an impact velocity of 250 
feet per second.

Dissenting Report: Football 
Injuries NOT on Increase 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 19 (INS)—Dr. Floyd Eastwood of Los 
Angeles State College said today a report by the University of 
Virginia team physician that injuries are up 30 per cent because 
of one-platoon football is “strictly a local occurrence.” 


Dr. Eastwood, associate dean 
of students at Los Angeles State 
and chairman of the Injuries 
and Fatalities Committee of the 


American Football Coaches 
Association, said reports reach- 
ing his office so far this year 
indicate the opposite is true as 
far as the nation is concerned. 

Dr. Eastwood declared: ' 

“We will have a complete re- 
port on injuries and fatalities 
for the first half of the current 
college football season on Fri- 
day, but information reaching 
us so far indicates that injuries 


are down this year of single- 
platoon football from the previ- 
ous years when _ two-platoon 
football was allowed. 

“In the more than 23 years 
we have been making these sur- 
veys we have found that 90 per 
cent of injuries and fatalities 
occur the first five minutes a 

layer is in a ball game or the

“Fatigue is not a factor in 
injuries. Rather, the warming

There is no denying that there 
is a certain amount of work in- 
volved in baking fruit cakes, but 
the satisfication which comes 
from serving your holiday guests 
your own delicious, moist cake 
is wel] worth the effort. 


One word of warning—don’'t 
try to do all of the preparation 
and baking in one day. Cut up 
the fruits and, nutmeats in ad- 
vance, whenever you have time, 
and store in screw-top jars. Cut 
paper for pans and measure in- 
gredients the day before baking; 
on the big day put the cakes to- | 
gether, bake and cool. Don’t 
wrap until the following day. 


Tube or loaf pans, coffee cans, 
ring molds, casseroles or freez- 
ing containers may be used for 
baking pans; grease well and 
line smoothly with heavy brown 
wrapping paper or heavy bond 
paper; grease and flour well. 
The paper should extend up 
along the sides so that the 
edges of the cake won't over- 
bake. Individual cakes may, be 
baked in muffin cups lined with. 
fluted ramekins. 


There is no trick to mixing, 
once the ingredients are assem- 
bled and the fruit is cut, Mea- 
sure the prepared fruit and nut- 
meats into a flat pan, sift the 
dry ingredients over the top, 
then toss lightly to coat well. 
Add to creamed shortening, 
sugar and egg mixture alter- 
nately with liquid. Speon the 
batter into the pans and push 
gently into the corners to level. 


The real secret of baking a 
moist fruit eake is to place a 
shallow pan of water on the 
lowest rack of the oven and let 
steam work its magic while the 
cake bakes. Bdking time will 
vary depending on size, but the 
temperature is the same for all, 
slow oven (300 degrees).

Suggestions on Storing 
and Serving Fruit Cakes 


HE success of your fruit 
T cake ist¥t assured the mo- 

ment that it comes out of 
the oven. Much depends upon 
the way it is wrapped: and 
stored, decorated and served. 

Fruit cake must be completely 
cooled before wrapping and 
storing. Remove the baked cake 
from the pan, place on rack and 
pull paper down from sides. 

Cool, then replace paper and 
wrap in pliofilm or cellophane. 
Over-wrap with aluminum foil, 
molding it to the cake. Wrap 
cupcakes in groups. Store fruit 
cakes in tightly covered con- 
tainer in cool place. 

Well-wrapped fruit cakes may 
be kept in the freezer for a 
period of one year. When ready 
to use, remove cake from the 
freezer and let it defrost, still 
wrapped. 

Some hostesses like to serve 
their fruit cakes aflame for a 
festive touch. For lighted fruit 
cakes, serve’your cake on a tray. 
Dampen sugar cubes with lemon 
extract and arrange on top of 
cake. Cubes lighted with a 
match will burn for several min- 
utes.

Visit to Shannondale 


Community House 
By Leonard Hall 


AST week we drove over to Shannon county 

for a long-delayed visit with our friend Vin- 

cent Bucher, whose pastorate at the Shan- 

nondale Community House covers a hundred 

square miles of the 

most rugged hills 

and hollows in the 

Ozarks. The drive 

westward across 

Highway 32 from 

Belleview Valley to 

Salem, with the 

early morning sun 

slanting through 

the trees, was al- 

most unbelievably 

beautiful. Most of 

the’ route. lies 

through the Clark 

National Forest, 

where the water- 

shed has been re- 

stored through 15 

years of fite protection and managed grazing, 

and in all of this territory the color of the 

foliage has never ‘been more brilliant. Oaks in 

every tone of yellow, scarlet and burgundy con- 

trast with the vivid green of the pines which 

are re-establishing themselves in this forest. But 

now and then we'd come into a stretch of coun- 

try where the leaves were brown and lifeless 

on the trees; and here, in every case, I could 

point to the fences which marked this as pri- 

vately owned land, scarred with the signs of 

fire and over-grazing, and with no cover on the 
forest floor.

AS WE PASSED THROUGH the little village 
of Bixby, we noticed their one-room school 
which is in sharp contrast to some that we know 
in the Ozark country. It is a neat, freshly painted 
building with protected porch and a play yard 
in which there are swings and a slide for the 
youngsters. At Salem we drove out to pick up 
Ed Woods, chief forester for National Distil- 
leries Co. on their great 90,000-acre holdings 
which représent the largest remaining stand of 
virgin white oak in the country. Then we turned 
south on Highway 19 and were soon at Shan- 
nondale, where we were warmly greeted by Vin- 
eent and Mrs. Bucher and a number of their 
neighbors. This happened to be meeting day for 
the Ladies Aid and Extension Club, so they told 
us if we were going out into the woods, to keep 
a sharp eye on the time and not be late for 12 
o'clock dinner.

MANY MISSOURIANS who travel through 
the Ozark country are familiar with Shannon- 
dale Community House, the large building ot 
native stone which stands close to the road on 
Highway 19 just south of the Shannon county 
line. But not everyone knows exactly what 
Shannondale is, how it functions or what it 
means to its parishioners and neighbors. So 
as we drove down the woods road which follows 
Troublesome Hollow out to "Tater Knob and the 
Current river, I asked Vincent to sketch in for 
me something of the background of this very 
unusual church parish which was established 
more thang20 years ago by the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church. As we talked, we were driving 
along through part of the 4000-acre forest which 
is owned by the church as part of the Shan- 
nondale project, and stopping now and then to 
look at plantings of pine and walnut or to ex- 
amine the permanent pastures which have been 
established in small clearings on the steep hill- 
sides. These are fields of abandoned mountain 
farmsteads which now have been terraced, limed, 
fertilized and seeded to grass as a demonstra- 
tion that pasture is a more valuable crop on 
Ozark hillsides than corn. 
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WE ARRIVED BACK at the Community 
House at noon to share a bountiful dinner with 
the group gathered there, and afterward pushed 
back our chairs to join in a discussion of the 
whole Shannondale program. As Vincent Bucher 
pointed oat, in any project of this sort, it is a 
good idea to keep up a running inventory of the 
work being attempted and accomplished; to 
weigh the value of the various enterprises, see 
whether they are worthwhile and whether others 
should be added. 


As the discussion went forward, it seemed to 
me that the work at Shannondale falls under 
three general headings: the spiritual life of the 
people, the social or community life, and the 
economic life as it deals with the resources of 
the land and forests. A typical community proj- 
ect which has paid rich dividends, though it is 
an unusual one to be “sparked” by a church, is 
a road and bridge building program that started 
in 1943 and has resulted in the improvement of 
25 miles of back-country roads and construction 
of six bridges. In the field of agriculture have 
been soil conservation demonstrations of every 
kind, the development of rotation vegetable gar- 
dens with cover crops to build organic matter, 
and the introduction of strawberries and pickle 
cucumbers as high-income crops which require 
a small acreage and make excellent use of 
family labor.

IN THE FIELD of community life, the list of 
projects is equally broad. Native crafts such as 
weaving, chair-making and wood working are 
carried on. Some 3000 books are available in 
the Shannondale library. Farm health and in- 
surance are encouraged. Folk schools, pie sup- 
pers, play parties, community singing are all 
part of the church program. And at all times 
the people of Shannondale keep open house for 
visitors, for the youngsters of the Quaker sum- 
mer work camps and for hikers of the Youth 
Hostel organization. Altogether, I can conceive 
of no two busier people in Missouri than the 
Buchers and of none who are accomplishing 
more for the good of their community.

This is not an 
idle boast based on prejudices. 
For years she ran a very success- 
ful restaurant in New York

mets, she never slighted her 
children. Sometimes on Satur- 


day Mother would collect various 


meat remnants, chop them in 
small cubes, put them in a thick 
sauces made from gravies and 
onions, garlic, pepper, celery 
leaves and what have you. She 
would then take an unsliced 
square loaf of white bread, cut 


off the rounded top, hollow out 
the inside, which she smeared 
with schmalz, which she always 
had on hand, and put in the 
oven to become crisp. Then she 
ladled the meat and sauce into 
it, popped some raw mushrooms 
on top and put it back in the 
oven long enough for the mush- 
rooms to curl and the sauce to 
sizzle. Then to the table with a 
big bowl of green salad. Natural- 
ly, we ate every speck.”

Get two pou of chopped 
top round and lightly combine 
the meat with a tablespoon of 
grated onion, a teaspoon of 
lemon juice, a half teaspoon of 
poultry seasoning and salt and 
pepper to taste. 

Form the meat into a large, 
oval patty, and put it on a hot, 
well-oiled plank. Put it under 
the broiler and let it broil about 
four inches from the flame for 
about five minutes, or until it is 
nicely browned. Take it out and 
turn it over. 

Now cover it with six slices of 
bacon. Cut six large, glazed 
sweet potatoes, which are still 
warm, in half. Cut three large 
in half and 
sprinkle them with bread 
crumbs, salt and pepper and 
grated American cheese. 

Arrange the sweet potatoes 
and the tomatoes around the 
meat and broil it again until the 
bacon is crisp. Garnish it with 
water cress and place it in front 
of your guests, and they'll never 
look down on Salisbury steak 
again. 


How It Started

‘Take Time *by the Forelock.’ 


HE Greek god of Time, in 

Roman mythology,, Occasio 

(Occasion, or Opportunity), 
was portrayed with his head 
bald in the back but with a full 
forelock. Phaedrus, the Latin 
fabulist, wrote: “Opportunity- 
has hair on her forehead, but’ is 
bald behind. If you meet, seize 
her, for once let slip, Jove 
himself cannot bring her back.” 
And subsequently in classical 
literature there are many illu- 
sions of the same nature. 


The conception came into 
English literature, appearing in 
print as early as 1587, when 
Christopher Marlowe wrote that 
certain females “Will take occa- 
sion by the slenderest hair.” It 
had considerable currency in the 
sixteenth century, when the 
form “Time by the: forelock” 
came in. It was first “Take time 
by the forehead” in the work of 
the English poet, Robert Greene, 
dating 1591. Three years later, 
Edmund Spenser wrote: 

“The joyous time will not be 
staid, 


Unless she doe him by the 
forelock take.” 


Shakespeare made the refer- 
ence in various forms, but it 
seems to be Spenser with whom 
the saying originated as we 
know it, “Take time by the 


forelock.”

Tailor-Made Education in St. Louis 


Program in First Three Grades of City Schools Designed. to Fit — to Pupils Individual Skills

er than he did. Words that 
others read easily, he stumbled 
over. When the year ended, he 
was either kept back and forced 
to repeat a grade with children 
a year younger than he or 
promoted as a matter of course 
to the second grade with other 
7-year-olds where he still 
couldn’t keep up, and the strug- 
gle began all over again. 

No wonder, say St. Louis edu- 
cators, that he began to hate 
school, his teachers and his class- 
mates. No wonder that he be- 
came antisocial or a “problem 
child.” 

“It would be an over-simplifi- 
cation to say that every case of 
delinquency was caused by a 
first-grader’s inability to read 
his primer,” said Superintendent 
of Instruction Philip J. Hickey. 
“And it would be unfair to say 
that every child unable to keep 
up with others in school devel- 
Ops tendencies toward delin- 
quency. 

“But there’s a definite rela- 
tionship between the two. A 
child doesn’t comprehend what 
he is being taught. He doesn’t 
understand the words he’s ex- 
pected to read. Soon he rebels 
and begins to hate school and 
everything connected with it. 
And when he gets so fed up that 
he can’t take it any longer, he 
throws rocks through the win- 
dows or turns over desks.” 


That—coupled with startling 


‘ statistics which show that one 


out of every three children is 
not able to handle the “typical” 
learning program at the same 
rate as the “average” child—has 
resulted in a new plan of tailor- 
made education which began in 
the St. Louis schools this fall. 
At present it is being developed 
only in the first three grades, 
but may be extended later 
through high school. 

The plan is similar to those 
adopted in some other cities 
to combat the same problems of 
social maladjustment and poor 
preparation, but St. Louis has 
worked out a more comprehen- 
sive and detailed program than 
the other communities. 


Under the new plan, the first, 
second and third grades are com- 
bined into a primary unit, to 
include all children of those 
chronological ages. A child may 
still be identified as a first- 
grader, second-grader or third- 
grader, but that will only mean 
to the teacher that he has been 
in school one, two or three years. 
It won't signify that he actually 
has hit all the academic goals 
formerly set for those specific 
grade classifications. 

~*~ * * 
UT of this, school officials 
() expect to develop better- 
educated, better - adjusted 
children, because: 

1. Billy, who is poor in spell- 
ing, but above average in read- 
ing, will have an opportunity to 
advance speedily in reading, per- 
haps beyond his chronological 
age. But at the same time, he’ll 
be receiving special attention in 
spelling to bring him up to his 
normal level. In other words, if 
he is in his second year of 
school, Billy may be reading 
books written for children a year 
older than he, but learning to 
spell words which normally could 
be tackled by children a year 
younger. 

2. Susan, who needs spectal 
help in both reading and spell- 
ing, won’t be flunked and forced 
to repeat her grade. She won't 
be humiliated by being the tall- 
est girl in the class and remain- 
ing behind when her friends 
have been promoted to another 
room. 

3. At the middle of his third 
year in school, John gives evi- 
dence that he won’t be ready to 
go into the more difficult fourth 
grade. So, for a semester or a 
full year, if necessary, he is en- 
rolled in a “group of 20” to re- 
ceive a “meat-and-potatoes” diet 
planned to bring him up with 
his contemporaries on schedule. 
This doesn’t mean that John is 
stupid or retarded. It does mean 
that he needs that extra empha- 
sis to prepare him for his fourth 
grade work. It’s a special bonus 
benefit in classroom teaching 
which the schools are offering. 
Five such groups already have 
been established on an “experi- 
mental” basis. 

“During the first three years 
of a child's schooling, in which 
We usually refer to as the first, 
second and third grades, a Ba 
or girl is. learning the 
subjects,’ reading, spelling, — 
guage arts, writing and simple 
arithmetic,” said Hickey. “When 
he gets to the fourth grade,

there is a difficult transition 
because he is then given content 
material, history and geography, 
for instance. 

“Now, many of those history 
and geography books were not 
written by people who recog- 
nized the limited vocabulary of 
some children. They were writ- 
ten to teach history and geog- 
raphy and even though the 
terms may be simple, the con- 
text may be hard for a poor 
reader to grasp. Consequently, 
he falls behind his  better- 
prepared classmates. Our goal 
is to prepare him for that big 
jump from the third to the 
fourth grade. 

“In the past, far too many 
children—as many as one-third 
of the enrollment—have failed 
at this point because they 
weren't able to assimilate the 


‘more difficult content material. 


They just couldn't make out the 
words in their textbooks.” 

The new program has been 
developed by a teachers’ com- 
mittee under direction of William 
Kottmeyer, assistant superinten- 
dent in charge of special serv- 
ices. It classifies the students 
according to “levels” in each 
subject, rather than grades. 

“Back in the old days,” said 
Kottmeyer, “we assumed that 
because a child was in the third 
grade he had reached the arbi- 
trary goals set for his chronolog- 
ica] age. In other words, we as- 
sumed he was able to read cer- 

, that his handwriting 
was up to a certain standard, 
that he could spell and recognize 
certain words. That was the 
material developed for his par- 
ticular grade and we took it for 
granted that he was able to 
grasp it all. 

“But what that philosophy 
failed to take into consideration 
is the fact that there’s a big dif- 
ference in the mental age of any 
given group of children of the 
same chronological age. And if 
the same group who entered to- 
gether in the first grade are pro- 
moted right up the line every 
year, you'll find a far greater 
difference in their abilities by 
the time they hit the eighth 
grade. 

“The typical fourth grade class 
in American schools’ today 
ranges in reading ability, for in- 
stance, from first grade level to 
ninth grade level. In the eighth

grade, the reading ability will 
range from third grade level to 
that of a college freshman.” 

Statistics in St. Louis, wiich 
echo a national trend, tell a dis- 
mal story. Tests given children 
ready to enter the first grade 
showed that one out of tliree 
could not be expected to qualify 
for a typical first-grade instruc- 
tion program. At the end of the 
first year, another test con- 
firmed those predictions. Al- 
though the reading achievement 
results showed that St. Louis 
children were “somewhat above 
the national norms,” at the end 
of the first grade, one out of 
three did not make what is gen- 
erally recognized as a year’s 
progress in reading. 

So the new plan has set up 
specific levels of achievement in 
each of five “tool subjects”: 
reading, spelling, handwriting, 
language and arithmetic. In 
reading, there are seven levels, 
ranging from A, the lowest, to 
G, the highest; in spelling, six; 
in language, six; in handwriting, 
five; in arthimetic, seven. 

Generally, a child would be 
expected to be in the A or B 
levels when he is 6 years old 
and just starting his formal 
school training. He would be 
expected to advance gradually to 
a higher level as his skills de- 
velop.

UT by administration of cer- 

tain tests, he is classified ac- 

cording to his level in each of 
five subjects. He may be at 
level C in reading and handwrit- 
ing, at level E in spelling, but 
down at level A in language and 
arithmetic. From the record, 
his teacher can tell. where he is 
weak and where he is strong, 
and she can tailor a special pro- 
gram for him. Those whose at- 
tainment is at the same level 
would normally be grouped to- 
gether for study in that field. 

“The levels are described in 
terms of specific skills which a 
child is to have before he re- 
ceives instruction in more ad- 
vanced skills,” said Kottmeyer. 
“Some children will master the 
skills of these levels rather 
quickly. Others will do so more 
slowly. 

“We expect all primary teach- 
ers to classify their children in 
terms of these levels or skills

Educators believe that some 
precocious children will be able 
to complete the primary unit 
and enter the fourth grade after 
a minimum of three and one- 
half years, including the kinder- 
garten. Others, who do not learn 
so rapidly may need as much as 
five years to complete this pri- 
mary work. The fifth year in 
such a program would be spent 
in one of the “groups of 20” for~ 
the specialized, streamlined cur- 
riculum. 

“We want to clear up as many 
difficulties as possible before 
the fourth grade,” said Kott- 
meyer, “and thereby reduce the 
number of children who can’t 
assimilate the prescribed ‘work 
in the fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades.” 


The “groups of 20” will not 
be open to students whose in- 
telligence quotients are so low 
that special schools are needed. 
Children of normal or even su- 
perior quotients will be in those 
groups, but they will be children 
who for one reason or another 
have fallen behind their class- 
mates in certain achievement 
levels. Transfer from one schoo] 


to another, illness or physical 
defect could be the reason. 

Records of physical examina- 
tions show that 11 per cent of 
the children have defective vi- 
sion; 61 per cent need dental 
work; 10 per cent have defective 
speech; In a typical 50-member 
first-grade class, it was found 
that five suffered from malnu- 
trition; seven from vitamin de- 
ficiency; two had more than 10 
per cent hearing loss; 16 did not 
have the mental age considered 
requisite for first-grade work, 
and 14 failed the test to deter- 
mine their readiness for a first- 
grade reading program.

“Many of us have been in the 
schools long enough to remem- 
ber when a policy of promotion 
from grade to grade on the basis 
of academic achievement was 
professedly in effect.
